Black- 
ftones books & pap? & alfo m' Platers having firft furveyed 
ye Ofiicers Ace** & books in Virginia, I think mf Layfield 
intends honeftly tho he knows little of ye Cuftom houfe 
bufinefs : I have left w'** him Methods of entring & Clearing 
veflels in his books & believe he will obferve them. 

Some M? of Ships & Others upon my Arrivall into thefe 
plantaT inform'd me their Trade was deftroyed by Carrying 
Tobli overland from ye eaftern fliore of Maryld to dela- 
were & likewife by carrying great Quantitys of Dutch and 
Scotch Goods from thence to feverall parts in Maryld , as 
Chefter River Elke River &c : & y' there were veffells in 
Delaware , w^ had lately imported Scotch Goods & loading 
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Tob*** for Scotland clire<5Uy ; I thereupon ye 4*** of June left 
Si Maries (having no encouragm! to ftay longer there) & on 
ye %^ following got to ye horekill ; lying on ye fouthem fide 
& nigh ye Entry of delaware bay, where Nehemiah Field 
was deputy to mT Walliam CollecSt of ye Cuftoms in Penfil- 
vania I examined his papers & found ye Brigantine Rofe 
of London Peter Terlony Mr had entred his Brig! w*? him 
producing a falfe Certif? & Coquet both of them of ye 4* of 
Aug?

The L; Gon^ came heitfier 2 or 3 dayes ago to fee die 
fleet made vp . of which onely feme of the largeft who loaded 
in Maryland. On y* 23 of June ColL Copley fent a lift but 
of 10 who had giuen fecurity to fayle with the Convoy : tho* 
vpon my vifiting fome (hips which were not inferted in that 
lift I found 2 illegall traders : I find Coll : Copley does very 
much adhere to the Colle<5lors of Maryland wheither I am 
going from hence in my way to N : Eng' here has been a 
barbarous Murther Committed by the Boat fwain & a layler 
of the Afliftance frigott . vpon Cap! Marfliall an Inhabitant 
& Juftice of the peace of this County they feU vpon him & 
beat him aihoare . then forcd him into a boat & carried him 
aboard he was fo much wounded that after ye Surgeon 

had 
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had dreffd his wounds was laid in a Cabbin but next morn- 
ing was mifling & fince his body never feen. Its fuppofed 
he was thrown ouerboard in the night, the LeiC Gon? 
prefence was very neceflary to prevent a greater mifcheife :

York and from thence to this place, I vifited my good 
freind M' Wallis at Pifcataqua and found him on board 
Cap! Holmes Ship haftening her Difpatch to be ready as 
foon as the other Maft Ships, if fome of yoT trees proved 
defe<5live and doe not anfwere the DimenCSHs, That muft 
be imputed to the poor miferable Condition of the poor 
Inhabitants of New Hampfliire and the Province of Maine 
who by the ill Conduifl of the Boftoners are ruined Their 

Oxen 
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Oxen ufed to draw the Mads out of the Woods are de- 
ftroyed And fo generall a feare of the Indians has fedlen 
upon the people, that they will not for any gaine venture 
abroad in the Woods as formerly. 

I went to Exeter in New Hampfhire where are yet 5 Saw 
Mills remaining I found there was no Care taken to pTenrc 
the few trees fit for {landing Mafts And M- Peter Coffin told 
Me that Boards being very dear the Loggers fell all trees 
without any diftindlion So that he know's not where to finde 
enough for the Mafts he has contnuSled for. 

Nor has M' Brenton^ who has a privy Seale for the 
Office of Surveyor of their Ma^ Woods in New Hampfhire 
and Maine been once to vifit the Woods or appoint any One 
perfon to be his Deputy to prevent the great devaftaZQS of 
the trees made in thofe parts of the Provinces adjoining to 
Pifcataqua And tho there are good trees in the more Eaft- 
em places of the Province of Maine The People are all cat 
of And You muft be fupply'd from Pifcataqua this time of 
War or no where 

It 's therefore neceflary that an Underftanding Perfon be 
appointed to the Office of Surveyor &f if M' Wallis do not 
ftay in the Country I know no Man fo proper as M' David 
leffries for that place He is Son in Law to M' U(her now 
L! Governor of New Hampftiire And hb favour will be of 
great Ufe.

6 Maryland on the Eaftem Shore But by reafon of the 
difficulty of going in them in the Sumer time I referr that 
till I return in the Winter. 

I am heartily Sorry to finde this Country in 4 yeares time 
fince they imprifoned S- Edm: Andros to be fo utterly ruined, 
The Inhabitants befides the Lofs of their trade fupported 
by the ffifhery groan under the Unfupportable Burden of 
Taxes to pay the Debt contra6ted by S' W. P. his filly Ex- 
pedition againft the ffrench in which above 1000 Men were 
deftroyed, their Veffells loft &^ The town of Salem employ'd 
70 large fifhing Veflells yearely in taking Codfifh, Now but 

7 Onely, But in many places not one, to the Eaftward they 
are all deftroy'd, their townes and houfes burnt by the 
Indians. 

The Inhabitants of New Hampfliire have moft of them 
left their dwelling houfes deftitute, & crowd 7 or 8 families 
into One little houfe inclofed with Stoccadoes 

M-' Mather boafted in England that if their Ma**f* would 
give them their Charter they would make him Emperor of 
all America But alas 1 the flower of their Country is deftroy'd, 
Neither if they had a Body of Men, they have No Officers 
fit to comand them, Nor are they able to defend a little 
towne againft a few Indians 

S? W P. having been at Charge to obtaine his Gov! not 
knowing how long it will laft, drives on furioufly. He with 
fome others fitted out a Ship and a Brigantine had men 

preft by Cap! Comand! of their Ma*** frigott the 

Nonfuch, under p'tence of their Ma*^~ Service But being 
put on Board the Ship and Brigantine Thev went to the 

Eaftward 
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Eaftward and met a great fflyboat bound for Canada wfaidi 
they brought into Bofton Harbour having on Board 5 or 600 
frhof of Wine, 150 of Brandy, 70 Bailes of Linnen and 
Woollen Cloth. Several! hhd* of Coates made up, Hats, 
Shirts, Stockings and Barrells of flower Valued fome (ay 
at 1 200c^ Steit fome more or lefs. If the Govemo! had fent 
them out in Company of the two frigatts The Conception 
and Nonfuch And Ordered them all to go to the Mouth 
of Canada where this prize was taken. We might have pre- 
vented the Releife of Quebeck where the People were ready 
to ftarve before 15 Saile of Ships from £France fupfJyed 
them with Soldiers, And all Sorts of Provifions and Necef* 
faries for 2 or 3 yeares But the two frigotts were Ordered 
either to lye in Harbor or at Pemmaquid to guard the Sol- 
diers from the Enemy, whilft they build there a Stone fort 

I heartily feare the Lofe of Albany, And wi(h that die 
freindfliip of the 5 Nations of Indians lying to the Weftward 
of our fouthem Plantations who have hitherto fought vigor- 
oufly againft the £French But that place being gone whence 
they were fupplyed with Armes and Ammunition they will 
fall in with the ffrench, Many of them already being Papifls, 
And then We have pulled upon OurSelves nigh 2000 of the 
Warlikeft Indians in thofe parts of America, who will difhirb 
if not deftroy all our Tobacco Plantan^nns 

But to make Amends for this great Neglei5l they Say by 
the Prifon? they have Advice that Some of the Ships will 
returne about next November And that the £Frigatts with the 
Ship and Brigantine which took the Prize are all fitting out 
to take them as they come back But at that time of the 
Yeare hard Weather fetts in And there is no harbouring in 

thofe 
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thofe frozen Waters Their laft Yeares Expedition gave them 
a fevere remembrance 

I am well afTured it was knowne in Bofton and in New 
York that Quebeck was (everely ftraitned And if but two 
ffrigatts had appeared before the Towne they would have 
Surrendred for want of bread. Coll Ales then upon his firft 
Arrivall at N : York being very fenfible of the great danger 
Albany is in Sent to this Governm! for a Supply of 200 
Men to reinforce that towne but Nothing here yet con- 
cluded upon The Governo!; is gone Eaftward and hath 
taken with him 4 Whaleing Boates Ufed in taking Whales, 
And with them will fcour the little Creaks and Rivers not 
before once attempted by Ketches and bigger Veffells in 
hopes of making a great hand of it for Beaver Skins &f But 
how he will fpeed is very uncertaine, if they get Nothing tis 
good Huibandry to put the Charge to the Publick Account 

S! Excufe my Entertaining you with this Melancholy 
Difcourfe I have alwayes faid that the Lofs of Albany 
would be yet the foreft Blow to this part of Our Englifli 
America, As it*s a Nationall Concern, fo the Charge of 
defending that place ought to be fupported from all the 
Provinces and CoUonies propor^^OTably But inafmuch as 
they are all Independant and Separate Governm? they will 
not contribute to this publick Defence. 

It is true Virginia and Maryland ** have lately Ordered 
100! a peece, but Penfilvania, the lerfies, the Collony of

their Ma^ he expe<5b his charges vpon profecuting feizures 
out of it : which I told him I had no Order to allow & prefled 
him to return the mone[y] by Bills to Engf I called at Bur- 
lington in Weft Jerfey where Scotch & other prohibited 
Goods are frequently brought ouer Land from Amboy in 
Eaft Jerfey. That there is want of an Officer there, but 
much more of Gom! to fupport him in the Execution of his 
duty. That I found M' Brookes Collei5lor at N: york regu- 
ler in his Office, but in regard his vnder-Officers were of his 
own appointm! a Comptrouler was necefTary as in ft Edraf 
Andros tyme : The bookes of M' Plowman & of his fuc- 
ceffor Peter d'Lanoy late Colle<5V? at N: york were loft fo 
that I could haue no account of what tobacco had in their 
tymes been imported theither from Virginia: etc: That the 
prefent Colle<5lor at N: york was indebted to their Ma** 
1 14*: 2:7: fterl : for their third part of a feizure lately made 
by him at Amboy : out of which he alfo expe<5b allowance 

for 
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for his charges . but his felling 74 Pipes of S? Georges wine *" 
(part of the Goods there feized by him) Cuflome free . will 
encourage illegall trade I then alfo tranfmitted to y^ Hon? 
an account of 1 1 74 : 10 : i : i : due from fome of the Colle<5lors 
in Maryland etc. & from other perfons in N: york . & hope 
thofe letters are come fafe to / Hon? 

Being at N: york I heard of a Great fraud committed by 
Mr Brentons Deputy Colle<5lor at New London in Conne6ti- 
cott Colony, (as fine a port as any in N: Engf, but its great 
diilance from y* Gon? & principall CoUeftors giues encour- 
agm? to Interlopers to refort theither) And alfo hearing of 
the Difference betwixt y* Navall Officer & M' Brenton the 
Colle<5lor. about Entring & cleering veflells coming to Bofton. 
I thought it necefTary to go theither in my way I ilayd at 
Newport on Road Ifland 3 dayes (hauing a violent fever on 
me) a place of Confidra[ble] trade to the Wefl India planta- 
tions . where M' Brenton has appointed Weflon dark to be 
deputy Colledlor ; there is neither law nor Gom! in that Col- 
ony . nor another perfon fitt to be employed in that fervice . 
otherwife M' CI might be laid afide : I came to Boflon on 
y* 2 inilant & found M' Brenton full of Complaints that he 
[&] his Officers were obftru6led in their Duty . & one of

That I was diredled by / Hon? to vifite & aflift 
the Officers of the Cuftoms where needfull . & to fee how 
the Adb of Parlm! were obferued. he replyed that was his 
bufines . that the Comm? of the Cuftoms had nothing to do 
in this province, their being none oi the Ennumerated 
Coiiiodityes grow[n] amongft them . & fo no need of a Col- 
le<5lor with thofe Inftrudlions etc : that I fhould not Examine 
Navall Officers bookes or fee any Certificates or bonds taken 
by him : I told him I had receiued fevei{al] Articles of In- 
ftrudlions from / Hon? relating to him as Gon! & to his 
Navall Officer . that among[ft] other things therein Con- 
tained, it was diredled that before bond giuen for the En- 
numerated Comodity[es] the Colle<5lor was to be (atiffied 
in the fufficiency of the fecurity. That the Navall Officer 
& Colledlor were to fign all Certificates of veflells outward 
Bound loaden with thofe comodityes. That the CoUeftor 
was to view & examine the Certificates & Coquetts to diP 
couer wheither true or Counterfeit Which he could not do

At my coming to Bofton & after my return theither from 
Pifcataqua I prefld M' Brenton to [{h]ew me the account of 
his feizures & condemnations of fhips & Goods & their ap- 
praifements that I might [fee] what money was due to their 
Ma^ vpon them : as alfo what Bonds lay in his hands for y* 
appraifed value of veflells & Goods feized by him but not 
profecuted . but infted thereof without giuing me any [no-] 
tice went to Road Ifland I haue now flayed 8 dayes in 
town for his return, In the meantyme I haue made it my 
bufines to Enquire into his management, & find hee has 
been irreguler & arbitrary in his proceedings.

Letter in the Blathwayt Collection. 

Between the letters of 2d November, and 3d December, 
1693, there was a long one dated from James Town later in 
November, of which only fragments remain. They relate 
to the death of Copley and Blakifton, to the mifcondu(5l of 
various colle<5lors, and Randolph's own complaints as to the 
fmallnefs of his income, as compared with that of Patrick 
Mein who received £z^^ ^ y^^r, while Chidley Brooke's 
place was faid to be worth £joo. He appeals to Chaplin 
and Sherwood to fupport his account of his fervices. There 
are further references to the new College, and to their Ma- 
jefties' bounty towards it. Chilton is (apparently) referred to 
as having ** left this country to fettle in England." Ran- 
dolph is fending home two panthers' fkins and fome fruit 
" which I gathered off a great Tree." There is no formal 
addrefs, but a fimple endorfement "to the Hon^ Mr 
Blathwayt" 

There are alfo in the letter, allufions to the difficulties 
caufed by Andros's lavifh gifts out of the Maryland treafury, 

but 
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but fo fragmentary as to a£Ford little information. Similarly, 
a reference to the fale of tobacco in Bofton lacks explanation, 
the context being deftroyed. Laftly, Randolph's friend 
Graham appears to be recommended for the office held by 
Blackifton. 

The State Papers contain no communication from Ran- 
dolph of any date near this.

I? Trees. Fitt for Mafls &c Grow in great Plenty in the 
Provinces of New Hampfhire and in New England, but till 
of late very much deftroyed by Saw Mills and Canoe Makers 
many great Mafts are yearly fetcht from thence, but now 
not many fuch Trees are to be found in either Province 
nigh the Water, And therefore more chargeable to Carry 
them 7 or 8 miles by Land and afterwards Floated to the 
Ships; Infomuch, that in a little time neceffity will force us 
to make Mafts of Cyprefs Trees, Which are very large, and 
in great Plenty nigh Navigable Rivers, As, in Virginia, at 
Chicahomini, in James River, at Weft Point and other 
Places in York River and Rappahanack and alfo in feverall 
Rivers in North Carolina. 

Att Kennebeck River above 50 miles Northward from Paf- 
cataqua River (the only River from whence the Great Mafts 
are brought) are abundance of very large Fir Trees fitt for

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is a Place for a Saw Mill, and fuch Plenty of Pine and Fur, 
enough to Load 40 or 50 Veflells yearly, with Mafts Boards 
Plank &C. On Beare Ifland likewife, lying North E and 
not farr from Kennebeck are large Firr Trees fit for Mafts, 
But the Indians Supported by the French, Did in the year 
1689 Drive the Engliih out of Kennebeck, and Places 
Inhabited and Fortified more Northerly; Demolilhed and 
Burnt all the New Forts Built by Sr Edmund Andros. 
and deftroyed or made Prifoners of the greateft Number 
of the Inhabitants in the Province of Main, and fince 
deftroyed the Town of Dover & many of the Peoj^e in the 
Province of New Hamplhire, So that the River Pafcataqua, 
where the Few Mafts remaining in thofe 2 Provinces, 
can be Shipped ofif, is the only Place to depend on for 
great Mafts of Firr at this time, from thofe Northern parts 
of America. 

2 Timber & ) For Building Ships ; There is Growing upon 
Plank j every Navigable River and Creek from Pcm- 
maquid in New England Northward, to the Southern parts 
of Virginia (above 700 miles in length) vaft, very Vaft 
Quantities of Oaken Tymber, both Streight and Compas, 
with convenient Places, and depths of Water to Build Ships: 
So that 60 Saile of Good Ships from 200 to 500 Tuns and 
upwards may yearly be built in thofe Colonies at one third 
lefs charge than in England • as at Pafcataqua (where the 
Faulckland Frigatt about 700 Tunns, was Built 3 or 4 yean 
agoe). And at Salift)ury, Salem, Bofton, Charles Towne, 
Hingham Road Ifland, New BriftoU, New London, in New 
England As alfo at Mamaranack River, 12 miles to the 

Southward 
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Southward from New York, and in the Provinces of Penfil- 
vania, Maryland, and Virginia. 

3. Pitch & Tarr. Great Quantities of Pitch and Tarr, are 
made already at feverall places, as in the Colonies of New 
Plymouth and Conne<5licott in New England, w*? Serves not 
only that Country, but fome hundred Barrells are yearly 
Sent to the Weft Indies, There are likewife feverall Iflands 
nigh the Eaftern Shoar of Chefepeak Bay, & alfo on the 
Main Land innumerable numbers of Trees to make Pitch 
and Tarr of, the Inhabitants make thefe, for their own occa- 
fions, but on the feverall Branches of Elizabeth River in Vir- 
ginia, Pitch and Tarr are fome of their Staple Comodities, 
and more would everywhere be made, if there were a good 
Markett for it. 

4. Rozin. There may Enough be made in thofe Colonies, 
to fupply England & her Neighbours. About 4 years agoe, 
fome French Proteftants made Rofin, not farr from Bofton, 
at their own Plantacons and Shipped 2 Tunns to Try the 
Markett in England, It was approved of, to be as good, as 
any ever brought from France, but the charge for Neceffaries 
to begin the Work, and the High Freight this Warr time ; 
Made them lofers, and Stopped their further undertakeings. 

5 Hemp & Flax Grow very kindly, very large, and very 
plentifully in all the Plantations, & fome Colonies, have 
Lawes Obligeing them to Sow yearly a Quantity of Hemp 
and Flax Seed, according to the Number of their Servants ; 
They have in Road Ifland, more than they have ufe for, & 
VOL. vn. — 10 Sell 
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Sell it to their Neighbours. I have Seen as good Bright 
Dreffed Flax, brought from thence to Bofton, as I have feen 
in England, they ufe their Hemp for Linnen and Cordage, 
but Sow not much for want of Servants. 

6. Salt Petre Some Sorts of the Materialls for making Salt 
Petre are found almoft everywhere, in his Ma? Weft India 
Colonies, Iflands, and Plantations, the Rocks nigh the Shoar 
in fome parts of New England are Covered very thick with 
the Dung of Sea Fowles, And in the Woods where Wild 
Pidgeons, take their conftant Stand not far from Plantations, 
the Ground is 3 or 4 Foot thick of their Dung, as alfo the 
Floors of Old Tobacco houfes in Virginia and Maryland, 
the Earth likewife on the Banck fides of fome of the Great 
Rivers in Virginia above 60 miles from the Salt Water, is 
naturally very Salt Infomuch That tis Furrowed very deep 
in fome Places by the Tongues of Wild Beafts, Which come 
Conftantly to Lick it ; About ten or twelve years agoe Df 
Daniell Cox, (then one of the Proprietors of Weft Jerfey, 
fent Cap! D'Broy a Frenchman to make Salt Petre in that 
Province, he made Some, But the D? Agent failing to Sup- 
ply d'Broy with money he left ofif, and the Work was Ruined ; 
He told me there were Plenty of Materialls, in thofe Coun- 
tryes and defired me to RecoiSend him to S! Edmund Andros 
to be Employed, to make Salt Petre, but falling into a Trade 
with the Indians for Furrs, he is now Setled on the South- 
erne Shoar of Delaware Bay. 

There are Iflands to the Eaftward of Cape Florida called 
the Bahama Iflands in the Poffeflion of the Subje<5ls of the 

Crowne 
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Crowne of England, which have Salt enough to Supply Eng- 
land ; I Do not Queftion but if fome Sober Well Experi- 
enced Perfons, were Employed in the Search they would 
find materialls from whence Salt Petre is produced, in a 
great many places. 'Tis Neceffary That the Great Tymber 
fitt for his Ma*^** Service upon Navigable Rivers in all the 
Colonies & Provinces of Virginia Maryland &c be preferved 
from Waft.

We had a Propofition laid before us, 
wherein it was required, what Quantities of Pitch Tar Mafb 
Hemp Pipe Staves and other things fitt for his Ma*f Navy;

Quantities of Hemp Flax Pitch and Tar Mails Yards Pipe 
Staves Barrell Staves Knees Standards Planks & other Ma- 
terialls for Shipping, Yet becaufe Wee have not had any 
certain Markett for fuch Comodities, therefore We have not 
fo generally applied to the Procureing of them, But if it be 
acceptable to his Ma*!^ to have his Navy Supplied out of his 
Dominions in America, This Province may be very Service- 
able in Affaires of that nature, if your Lord! pleafe to Give 

us 
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underhand the lols occafiond therby to his Majefiy in his 
cuftomes on Tobacco. 

2. The Methods efifedlually, to Remedy and prevent thofe 
growing Miichiefs for the future, 

3. The certain advantage which will arife therupon to his 
Majeily & the planters of Tobacco in that Colony. 

It is the Interefl, and has bin the great care of this 
Govemm! to preferve their trade to the plantations, intirely 
to themfelves, and to that end, divers A<5ls of Parliament 
are made, with Severe penalties upon the violaters therof, 
but no care hath hitherto bin taken, to increas & encourage 
the Number of planters of Tobacco in Virginia, nor hath it 
at any time bin inquird into, whence it comes to pafs, that, 
That colony (the firft Englifh Settlement upon the continent 
of America, begun above Eighty Years agoe) is not better 
Inhabited, confidering what vafl Numbers of Servants & 
others, have yearly bin tranfported thither. Some have 
imputed it to the unhealthinefs of the place, others. That 
Tobacco being the only Staple comodity in the country, 
yields them little (all charges dedu6ted) when 'tis brought 
to England. But the chief & only Reafon, is. The Inhabi- 
tents & Planters have bin, and at this time are difcouraged 
& hindred from planting Tobacco in that Colony, and 
Servants are not So willing to goe there, as formerly, be- 
caufe the Members of the Councill & others who make an 
Intereft in the Governm! have from time to time procurd 
grants of very large Tra(5ls of land, So that ther has not 
for many years bin any wafte land to be taken up, by thofe 
who bring with them Servants, or by Such Servants, who 
have Servd their time faithfully with their Mailers, but it is 

taken 
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taken up & ingrofd before hand, wherby, they are forcd to 
hyer & pay a yearly Rent for Som of thofe lands, or goe 
to the Utmoft bounds of the Colony for land, expofd to 
danger, & often times proves the Occafion of Warr with 
the Indians. 

The manner of taking up land in Virginia, is, Evry 
Adventurer or planter, has upon his Arrivall, a Right to 
fifty Acres of land in the Colony : If he intends to take up 
any, he is firft to make Oath before the Govern! or Councill, 
or att a County Court, of the Number of perfons he imports, 
and they of cours, grant him a certificate therupon, which 
is enterd in the Secretarys Office, and is then produced by 
him, to the Surveyor of the County where the land lies 
wafte. He makes a Survey, allowing 50 Acres, according 
to the Number of his Rights (perfons Imported) which with 
the Rights, is carryd to the Secretarys Office, on which a 
patent is made and Sign'd by the Govern! in Councill, who 
caufes the Seale of the Colony, to be affixd to it, which 
gives the claimer an Eftate in Fee Simple, but upon the 
following conditions. 

1. To pay the King Yearly, one Shilling for evry 50 Acres 
of land, but they never pay one penny of Quitrent for it, by 
which in Stridlnefs of Law, their Land is forfeited. 

2. They are to Seat Such land within three years, other- 
wife tis deferted ; by Seating land is meant, that they build 
an hous upon it, and keep a good Stock of hogs & cattle & 
Servants to take care of them, and to improve & plant the 
land : But inftead, therof, they cut down a few trees & make 
therwith a little Hut, covering it with the bark & turn two 
or three hogs into the woods by it: Or elfe they are to clear 

one 
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one Acre of that land, and to plant & tend it one year : 
But they fell twenty or thirty trees, and put a little Indian 
Com in the ground among them as they lye, and Some- 
times make a begining to fence it, but take no care of 
their Crop, nor make any further ufe of their land. 
3. If fuch land lye farr up in the Country upon the 
frontiers, they are Injoynd by a Law of the Country, 
to keep 4 able men, well Arm'd, but that Law is never 
obfervd. 

By thefe Grants being procurd upon Such eafy terms, and 
very often upon falce Certificates of Rights, many hold 
twenty or thirty thoufand Acres of land a piece very largely 
furveyd without paying one penny Quitrent for it : In 
many pattents, there is doubly the quantity of land, their 
pattent expreffes, wherby, Some hundred thoufand Acres 
of land, are taken up, but not planted ; which drives away 
the Inhabitents & Servants, brought up only to planting, to 
Seek their fortunes in Carolina and other places, which de- 
populates the Country, and hinders the making many thou- 
fand hogfhed of Tobacco, to the great diminution of his 
Majefties Revenue upon that Comodity. 

For prefent Remedy, wherof, *T is humbly propofd 

1. That a Survey be forthwith Orderd to be made of 
Such lands, in evry County of Virginia. 

2. That a Demand be made of the full of all the Arrears 
of the Quit rents due for thofe lands, and that the claimers 
therof be competd by Law to pay them. The Sherrifif of 
King & Queens County, about 4 years Since, made a Return, 
that there were 38000 Acres of land in his County, taken 
up by patent, for which he coud receive no Quit rents, there 

being 
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being nothing on the land to diftrein, and the perfons who 
claimd the Same, livd in other Counties. 
3. That Stri6l Orders be given, that Grants hereafter 
Shall be made upon more certain terms, and not above five 
hundred Acres, to be granted to one man. Such Reftri(5Hon 
being att this time very requifite, becaus, in Some parts of 
the Country, where the Indians Inhabited (as Pomunkey*^ 
Neck & the South Side of James River) thofe lands were 
Severall years forbidden, to be taken up; but the Indians 
being reducd to Small Numbers, the Burgeffes of the 
Affembly, have addrefld the Governf to grant away thofe 
lands : His Majefty hath bin pleafd to grant 2cxxx> Acres of 
thofe lands, to the College in Virginia,*** w*? will foon be Set- 
tled & planted, if great quantities are not all ready granted 
away, to Severall perfons who have long aimd at it, tho they 
have Some thoufand Acres of land, more than they know 
what to doe with. 

The Advantages, which upon a due Regulation of thefe 
evill pradlices will arife to his Majefty & y* Inhabitents & 
plant? in Virginia, are 

I. The compelling the Claimers of Such vaft Tra<5b of 
land, to pay their Arrears of Quitrents, will raife a great 
Sum of mony, or otherwife, upon their refufall. Some hun- 
dred thoufand Acres of unimprovd land, will Revert to the 

Crown,

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Crown, and invite home thofe, who for want of land, left 
Virginia and incourage more to come from proprieties & 
other places, to make their Settlement, in That Colony, 
being well afTurd in their Titles, and to hold of the Crown 
only. 

2. The granting away Such lands in parcells, not exceed- 
ing 500 Acres to one man, will mightily increas the Number 
of planters, who thro Neceflity, will Seat them Selvs, in a 
£arr nearer Neighbourhood, than formerly, and therby, be 
the better enabled, to Secure their Country, their families & 
plantations from Spoile & Rapine, and many thoufand hogf- 
heads of Tobacco, will be yearly made more, than were 
formerly, in that Colony. 

3. The trade, the Shiping & the Navigation of England, 
will be encourag'd, and the Revenue of his Majeflies Cufloms 
upon Tobacco, therby yearly increafd. 

Colt NichoUfon, Liev"* Geirftof Virginia was very Senfible 
of the damage & Injuflice done his Majefty, by their ufmg 
& conniving, att Such unwarrantable pradlices, in granting 
away the Kings lands in that Colony, and was refolvd to 
Reform them, by Suing Some of the Chiefe Claimers of 
Such lands, for the Arrears of their Quitrents ; but finding 
that the Members of the Councill, and many of the hous of 
Burgefles, with others were concernd, being uncertaine of 
his continuing in the Government, Orderd to begin with 
one Lawrence Smyth, who was Seiz'd of many thoufand 
Acres of land in Severall Counties, and was Indebted for 
the Arrears of Quitrents, for one particular Tra6l of land, 
Eighty pounds, which, after the caus was ripe for Judgment, 
was compounded for, att lefs than halfe the Sum.

acquire, on pain of confifcation, yet they allow all fuch

Be- 
fides, this laft claufe, chiefly intended for fupprefling the 
Scotch trade in the Plantations does not (as I humbly con- 
ceive) anfwer the propofed end, for there is a great uncer- 
tainty in it, in regard the Proprietors are altered and changed 
upon every fale (as thofe of the Jerfeys) having by the faid 
A61 liberty to fell and difpofe of their lands at their pleafure ; 
and although fome of the Proprietors are noblemen and per- 
fons of honour (Mr Penn aforefaid pretending ever to be 
very zealous for the intereft of the prefent Government) yet

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it is not known how foon both his and the other proprieties 
may fall into the hands of perfons lefs regarding the interefi 
and advantage of the Crown. 

The feveral Proprieties are extended above a thoufand 
miles upon the Continent of America. The Scots have a 
long time tailed the fweetnefs of the Trade to our Planta- 
tions, they paying no duties to his Majefty for the goods 
they import to the Plantations nor for the Tobacco they 
carry from thence to Scotland diredlly, fo that they can 
thereby fell their goods at far cheaper rates and give a better 
price to the inhabitants for their tobacco than the £ngli(h 
merchants can do which is not to be prevented but by a 
claufe to inveft the dominion of all thofe proprieties in his 
Majefty in like manner as are the Governments of Virginia

I Wrote to your Honors in mine of the Seaventh Inftant, 
that I had perufed M' Brookes and M' Trotts bookes of 
Entrys, that I found they both ufed One form, which Sigai- 
fyes Little, but now upon my Second Comeing to his houfe 
bee has Shewne mee Two other bookes of Entrys Some are 
Well and regular done att Such Times as the Governor 
would Lett him bee quiett, and follow the bufinefs of his 
Office; hee has kept a jull Account of the money received 
by him and of his NecefTary difburfments, in profecution of 
Seizures, I have Shewne him the Methods of Keeping his

:ized her & her loading (as by y* M? Depofition N' 4 
ppeares) Webb Elding & y* others to whom he had given 
ie like Commiflions fhared y* money they found aboard. 

Elding does not onely braue it out vpon the Commiffion 

Webb 
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Webb gaue him to be L! Gon! but Supports himfelf in y* 
lawfulnes of y* other Commiflion N** 3 to take pyrates, but 
Setts a very high value vpon his Services by the accidentall 
Seizing Hind y* pyrate & afterwards Executing 6 of his 
accomplicyes. Hind & 4 of his men were Surprized vpon an 
Ifland 10 or 12 leagues from hence by a Bermuda man, the 
30 others were taken by chance & executed alfo, but One of 
the foure hauing nothing proved ag! him was difchargd & 
fent by Elding to Cutt Logwood at Campeach run away 
& beleiues his good fervices ag! Hind etc. will Expiate for 
his own pyracy vpon Edwards. 

Hee a day or two ago caned M! Gower a Lords Deputy 
moft feverely & keeps him in prifon for queftioning his 
power to appoint a Judge to try ye Pyrates a thing 
queftioned by all the Lords Deputyes. their LordP*?* at 
home are very Careleffe & ignorant of their Own Interefl & 
of the Good of the Inhabitants, tho many Complaints vpon 
iuft grounds are made to their LordO^ humbly praying 
Reliefe yet they take no Notice of it: nor of the moft 
arbitrary Gom? of Trott & Webb, neither of the late adiion 
done by Elding ag! Edwards, which they had notice of (as 
by a Copy of their Lordf ^f letter to Webb N* 5 appeares) 
where in they difcourfe him very indifferently vpon that 
matter, thofe Inhabitants are dayly more vnfettled & will 
giue littie Credit to what their LordPT* Say or promife them 
they will do for their Encouragem! when at the Same tyme 
they Sell & difpofe of their privileges for very inconfiderable 
Sums, as Hog Ifland lying to the Northward of Providence 
which makes the Harbour, tis after after Severall Grants 
& Confirmations thereof to the Inhabitants fold to M! Trott 

for 
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for 50* as appeares by paper N* 6 to the vtter ruine to tiie 
Inhabitants of this town. Their Lordf"?* haue likewiie 
granted away the Royalty of the whale fifhing & a great 
part of the Ifland of Abbico to One Dudgeon (lately SecJy 
& Marfhall of Bermuda, a Sort of Stockjobber) for 30 yeares 
as appears vpon Record here, Neither do they regard into 
whofe hands the Gom! of thefe Iflands Comes. I am wdl 
informed that for more then 7 yeares laft paft Seldome lelTe 
then 4 known pyrates haue been of y* Councill 

I brought heither Commiflions to perfons vpon the place 
to be Officers in the Court of Admiralty here, but all kA 
them (except Ellis Lightwood the intended Judge) are 
either dead or removed, I find him an ill man & was a bufy 
promoter of oppreffion in Trotts & Webbs tyme, as appears 
by the Records of y* Courts in which he was Judge : befides 
he is the Onely Security for Bridgman alias Everys appearing 
here when demanded, in one bond of 1000^ & alfo for 
10 or 12 of his Company in a like bond of 1000'^ for Each 
of their appearance : So that I haue Sufpended the delivery 
of the Commiffion to him for that reafon. Tis expe<5led 
that Orders will be dire<5led to Some perfons here to putt 
thofe bonds in Suite (twill deterr others) the Securityes haue 
gott a great deal of money : I know no man So fitt for that 
Service as Ml Thomas Walker: as to Mt Warren the At* 
tumey Gen" he is Security alfo for Some of Everys men. 
Parker One of that Gang is married to Eldings Own Sifler, 
now in town. His Ma^ will haue little Juftice done him 
by Elding & others oT his party who bear all the Sway 
here. Webb was dire(5led & proved an apt SchoUer vnder 
Trotts difcipline & advife Elding writes after his Copy & 

£xpei5ts 
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Expedb to be made y^ Gon! by which appears the deplorable 
& miferable Conditions the poor afflided Inhabitants haue 
lived in from the tyme of their refettlement after they were 
droue off & deftroyed in y* yeare 1680 by the Spanniards 
who watch an opportunity to do the like againe. The Lords 
proprietors laid out money & fent ouer a few arms with Some 
ammunition to the value of 36 od money fterL towards the 
defence oi ye Country, after all their charg their fort is not 
ferviceable, certaindy the Inhabitants will either defert the 
place or Submit to any foraine power that will prote(5l thenu 

The Interefl & the affaires here between the Lords & the 
Inhabitants are So different & diilradled that it will require 
a long tyme to bring them to a Right vnderftanding, from 
the Confideration whereof, I humbly propofe that his Ma^ 
will pleafe to require Read Elding to anfwear in England for 
his pyracy ag! Edwards, and further that in the mean 
tyme till there be a Compleat fettlement in this & all other 
tiie proprietyes, that his Ma*** be pleafed to diredl his Com- 
miflion to Thomas Walker Efq! an ingenuous man, One of 
the Lords Deputyes to be the prefident, & to Richard Peterfon 
a Deputy, Ifaac Rufh Richard ToUefero Thomas Williams 
Martin Cook Samuell Frith Perient Trott Jeremiah Wells & 
John Bethell Gent: to be the Councill & to take vpon 
them the adminftration of the Com! of thefe Iflands (being 
all of them Settled Inhabitants) during his Ma*^ pleafure or

parts of the World be deftroyd thereby. 

I haue many things of moment to reprefent to the Lords 
but haue not Opportunity, neither am able to Sett to write- 
ing being lame in my Left knee with lying the whole time 
upon the Deck, the fateagues & hardfp!

The Iflands of Bermuda Lye in 25 & 15 N. L So Con- 
veniently that they prote<5l and Secure the Trade from Eng- 
land to all his Maj*^ plantations on the Continent of America 
and Caribde Iflands, So Long as they Continue in the 
Crown of England but if they be over taken by Supprize 
or Otherwife by the French or Dutch which may Eafity be 
done at this time with 500 Men they will Command all the 
Trade in thofe parts of the world which if So will not be 
Soon Retaken they were upon their firft Settlement under 
a Govern' and Company as formerly Virginia was and De- 
vided into 8 Tribes or Farifhes Each Tribe was Devided 
into 25 Shares and every Share into 25 Acers and the 
Spare Land Lying neer the Frefli water in every Tribe was 
ordered to be Laid out for Building of houfes and for 
Gardens and other Eafments to be Adjoyned to them that 
the people might Inhabite more Comfortly as in Towns. 

The Company Refided always in London and did Some- 
times Send them over a Gk)vernr and Sometimes appoynted 
one of the Inhabitants to be their Govern' who greatly Op- 
preflTed them takeing their Lands from them without a Judge 
or Jury &c, Infomuch that upon makeing their Opprefllons 
and Complaints appear to his Maj** King Cha : 2** their 

Charter 
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Charter was Vacated and thofe Iflands put under his Maff 
Imediate Goverment 

Sr Rob! Robinfon was appo)mted their GrovT by Com- 
miflbn under the great Seal of England with Sufficient 
Salary for his Support he put in all his Officers makeing 
Rich. Afhworth a Blackfmith his Navall Officer and After- 
wards the High Sheriff of thofe Iflands and Terrill a water- 
man Cap! of the forts. 

He Turned M' Trott the Colled' of his Maj^f Cuflomesoat 
of his Office & Imprifoned him 6 weeks in the Caftle (by his 
own Arbitrary Warrant) as by a Coppy thereof Hereunto 
Humbly Annexed does appear & made . Tho: Burton a 
Strainger and of no Eftate to be the Colle<5l' in his Roome fay- 
ing the Comm? of his Maj? Cuftomes had nopowerto Appoynt 
their Officer where his Maj? had fent a Govern ? Inlikemanner 
did all the fucceeding Govern? putting Straingers in all the 
places of truil and Negle<5led the men of the Beft Eiiates 
fitt for thofe Imployments and born in the Country :

get Eflates: But Since the Orange Trees are blafled and their 
Ground Barren and Over Run in many places . with very

to fetch it from Carolina & the Northern plantations and 
now they Make but Little Tobacco : So that they haue no 
Staple Comodity Growing upon their Iflands they Some 
Years Carry Fifti, Onions, and Cabages of which they haue 
great quantities and Sometimes Oyle to Barbabos and the 
Leward Iflands.

THE PRINCE SOCIETY. 



CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. — This Society (hall be called The Prince Societt; 
and it ihall have for its objedl the publication of rare works, in 
print or manufcript, relating to America. 

Article II. — The officers of the Society (hall be a Prefiden^ 
four Vice-Prefidents, a Correfponding Secretary, a Recording 
Secretary, and a Treafurer ; who together ihall form the Council 
of the Sodety. 

Article III. — Members may be added to the Society on the 
recommendation of any member and a confirmatory vote of a 
majority of the Council. 

LJbraries and other Inllitutions may hold memberfliip, and be 
reprefented by an authorized agent. 

All members fliall be entitled to and fhall accept the volumes 
printed by the Society, as they are ilTued from time to time, at the 
prices fixed by the Council ; and memberihip ihall be forfeited by 
a refufal or negle£t fo to accept the (aid volumes. 

Any perfon may terminate bis memberfhip by refignarion ad- 
drefied in writing to the Prefident ; provided, however, that he Ihall 
have previoufly paid for all volumes iffued by the Society after the 
date of his eleflion as a member. 

Article IV. — The management of the Society's afiairs (hall 
be vetted in the Council, which fiiall keep a faithful record of its 

proceedings. 
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proceedings, and report the fame to the Society annually, at its 
General Meeting in May. 

Article V. — On the anniverfary of the birth of the Rev. 
Thomas Prince, namely, on the twenty-fifth day of May, in every 
year (but if this day fhall fall on Sunday or a legal holiday, on 
the following day), a General Meeting (hall be held at Bofton, in 
Maffachufetts, for the purpofe of electing officers, hearing the 
report of the Council, auditing the Treafurer's account, and tranP 
a6ling other bufinefs. 

Article VI. — The officers fliall be chofen by the Society an- 
nually, at the General Meeting; but vacancies occurring between 
the General Meetings may be filled by the Council. 

Article VII. — By-Laws for the more particular government of 
the Society may be made or amended at any General Meeting. 

Article VIII. — Amendments to the Conftitution may be made 
at the General Meeting in May, by a three-fourths vote, pro- 
vided that a copy of the fame be tranfmitted to every member 
of the Society, at leaft two weeks previous to the time of voting 
thereon.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

1. The Society (hall be adminiflered on the mutual principle, 
and folely in the intereft of American hiflory. 

2. A volume (hall be i(rued as often as pra£Ucable, but not more 
frequently than once a year. 

3. An editor of each work to be iflued (hall be appointed, who 
(hall be a member of the Society, whofe duty it (hall be to pre- 
pare. 
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pare» airange, and conduft the fame through the prefs ; and, as he 
will neceiliauily be placed under obligations to fcholars and others 
for affiflance, and particularly for the loan of rare books, he fhall 
be entitled to receive ten copies, to enable him to acknowledge and 
return any courtefies which he may have received. 

4. AU editorial work and official fervice fhall be performed 
gratuitoufly. 

5. All contrails connedled with the publication of any work 
(hall be laid before the Council in diilindt fpecifications in writ- 
ing, and be adopted by a vote of the Council, and entered in a 
book kept for that purpofe ; and, when the publication of a volume 
is completed, its whole expenfe (hall be entered, with the items 
of its coft in full, in the fame book. No member of the Council 
Ihall be a contraftor for doing any part of the mechanical work 
of the publications. 

6. The price of each volume (hall be a hundredth part of the 
coft of the edition, or as near to that as conveniently may be ; and 
there (hall be no other affeffments levied upon the members of 
the Society. 

7. A fum, not exceeding one thou(and dollars, may be fet apart 
by the Council from the net receipts for publications, as a working 
capital ; and when the faid net receipts (hall exceed that fum, the 
excefs (hall be divided, from time to time, among the members of 
the Society, by remitting either a part or the whole coft of a 
volume, as may be deemed expedient. 

8. All moneys belonging to the Society (hall be depofited in the 
New England Tnift Company in Bofton, unle(s fome other banking 
inftitution (hall be defignated by a vote of the Council ; and (aid 
moneys (hall be entered in the name of the Society, fubje6t to the 
order of the Treafurer. 

9. It (hall be the duty of the Prefident to call the Council to- 
gether» whenever it may be neceffary for the tranfa^on of bu(ine(s» 
and to prefide at its meetings. 

la 
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10. It ihall be the duty of the Vice-Prefidents to authorize all 
bills before their payment, to make an inventory of the property 
of the Society during the month preceding the annual meeting 
and to report the fame to the Council, and to audit the accounts 
of the Treafurer. 

11. It fhall be the duty of the Correfponding Secretary to iflue 
all general notices to the members, and to conduft the general 
correfpondence of the Society. 

12. It fhall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep a 
complete record of the proceedings both of the Society and of 
the Council, in a book provided for that purpofe. 

13. It fhall be the duty of the Treafurer to forward to the 
members bills for the volumes, as they are iffued ; to fuperintend 
the fending of the books ; to pay all bills authorized and indorfed 
by at leafl two Vice-Prefidents of the Society ; and to keep an 
accurate account of all moneys received and difburfed. 

14. No books fhall be forwarded by the Treafurer to any mem- 
ber until the amount of the price fixed for the fame fhall have 
been received ; and any member neglecting to forward the faid 
amount for one month after his notification, fhall forfeit his 
memberfhip.
